Despite  financial  hangups  in  1969,  Richard  Frie- 
sen led  student  government  through  a  year  of  defi- 
nite progress  and  change.  As  second-year  leader  of 
Stuco,  Richard  spent  the  preceding  summer  in 
planning  and  making  contacts  for  his  last  year  at 
Bethel  College.  He  had  committees  such  as  initia- 
tion and  student  guide  at  work  even  before  the  ac- 
tual school  term  began  the  last  week  in  August. 

One  of  the  major  innovations  this  school  year 
was  the  organization  of  a  Student  Activities  Board 
(SAB).  This  group  was  headed  by  Paul  Schrag  with 
Amanda  Friesen  acting  as  club  coordinator.  The 
new  commission  took  charge  of  many  of  the  stu- 
dent life  activities  on  the  Bethel  campus.  Recrea- 
tion Council  was  split  into  a  film  committee,  dance 
and  hootenanny  board,  and  a  small  groups  com- 
mittee. The  major  purpose  of  SAB  was  to  make 
available  calendars  and  schedules  so  that  clubs  and 
other  groups  of  students  planning  activities  could 
coordinate  them  and  avoid  conflicts  and  "pile-ups" 
of  events  during  certain  weekends. 

Other  projects  the  Student  Council  worked  on 
this  year  in  an  effort  to  improve  student  govern- 
ment included  the  aims  of  financial  autonomy  for 
Stuco,  representatives  on  faculty  and  administra- 
tive committees,  and  student  rights  regarding  due 
process. 


Bethel  College  and  her  representatives  were  not 
only  merely  active  on  the  home  campus.  Richard 
Friesen  lead  the  FSACCK  in  preparations  for  greater 
communication  and  cooperation  for  the  future  of 
the  six  ACCK  schools.  Star  Gipson  served  as  secre- 
tary of  this  organization.  The  activities  planned  by 
this  group  included  a  leadership  conference  at  Be- 
thel, a  suggested  interterm  course  for  student  body 
leaders,  newspaper  and  journalism  workshops, 
comparisons  of  campus  activities,  weekly  tele- 
phone conferences  among  student  government 
leaders,  and  an  increased  budget  for  next  year.
